3° 15 aud 16 January a number of troops sailed from Chungking down the 

Yangtze in four groups of boats. In the first group there were 20 boats, 

32 in the second, 1? in the third, and 21 boats in the fourth group. 

4o On 16 January 82 wooden boats loaded with troops of the Southwest Military 
District sailed down the Yangtze from W&nhsien (108*24, 30*49). 


5* On 1? January 55 wooden boats loaded with troops, horses, and food sailed 
down the Yangtze from Chungking.
